‘Samuel Finley Breese Morse 
was born Apnl 2%, 1791 at 
Charlestown, Mass. His father 
was the Rev. Jeddiah Morse, a

by painting portraits of faculty 
members and students on ivory 
for$5 apiece. Itwas at Yale that 
‘Moree first became acquainted 
with electricity, and dabbled 
with minor cloctrical ex- 
periments. 

‘Upon his graduation from 
Yale in 1810, Morse persuaded 
his father to send him to London 
tostudy art. He gained fame in 
113 When a clay model he 
created for a painting to be 
known as “The Dying Hes- 
‘cules’ won the gold medal at 
the Society of Arts Exhibition in 
‘London, When be exhibited the 
painting later, it was ranked 
among the first 12 of 2000 en- 
tered in a Royal Academy 
exit 


FINANCIAL REVERSES 

Financial reverses, which 
plagued him for the next 30 
Years, forced Morse to drop his, 
work in London and return 
ome in 1816. He toured New 
England painting portraits for 
$15 apiece but found little 
patronage. Through his father’s 
felp, he went to Charleston, 
South Carolina, a social and 
‘altural center, and rapidly 
gained fame there as a portrait 
fainter, receiving commissions 
fom mest of the. leading 
families. One of his portraits, a 
Picture of President James 
Monroe, hangs today in the 
Rose Room of the White Hosse, 

Morse returned to New 
England in 1819 to marry Miss 
Lucretia P. Walker, of Concord, 
New Hampshire. He took his 
tide to Charleston, where they 
resided for three years. Thea he 
went to New York City and 
pened a studio. He obtained a 
‘commission from the City of 
New York to do the full-length 
painting of General Lafayette 
‘which now hangs in the City 
Hall. 

General Lafayette sat for 
Morse in The White House at 
Washington, and while Morse 
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EARLY LIFE 
OF MORSE 


‘was at work on this picture his 
wife died in New Haven, The 
slowness of communication in 
the world was brought foreibly 
to Morse’s attention then, 
Decause it was seven days after 
his wife's funeral that he 
received word of her death. 

The Lafayette portrait 
catapulted Morse to the top of 
the painting fraternity in 
America. He gained recognition 
as one of the first ranking 
American painters, In 1829 he 
‘went to Europe to continue his 
art studies, and devoted three 
‘years to painting in the famous 
galleries there. 


BIRTHOF 
DOT-AND-DASH IDEA. 

Morse's electro-magnetic 
telegraph idea was conceived in 
1832, when he was returning 
from Europe on the packet 
sailing ship Sully. A group of 
‘men were gathered inthe dining 
salon. Dr. Charles T. Jackson, 
of Boston, began discussing the 
electromagnet which had 
recently been invented, and was 
saying — 

“it consists of a piece of iron 
bent in the shape of a horseshoe 
‘and wound with wire. When an 
electric current is sent through 
the wire, the magnet will pick 


yp a small bar of iron. Elec- 
ticity travels instantly through 
the entire length of wire, and 
causes the magnet to act” 

When Dr. Jackson said 
loctricity could be made to go 
‘over many miles of wire almost 
instantaneously, Morse ex- 
dlaimed: 

“ifthe presence of cess, 
‘can be made visible in a 
Se coos oe te ees 
why intelligence may not be 
transmitted instantaneously by 
electricity.” 

‘Morse quit the discussion to 
pace the spray-soaked deck of 
the packet, and think. He jotted 
down his thoughts in his artist's 
sketch book. These early 
drawings and notes are now in 
Washington, D.C. Morse 
reasoned that, if he could in 
terrupt electric eurrent as it 
traveled over wires, he could 
create a series of signals, which 
‘auld be recorded miles away — 
and almost instantly. This was 
the beginning of the Morse code 
of dots and dashes. 

Upon his return to New York, 
he had to devote his time to 
painting for his living for the 
next three years In 1835, he 
began work as Professor of the 
Literature of Arts of Design of

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‘New York University, and was 
provided with quarters in the 
university's building on 
Washington Square. During 
that winter he built his first 
telegraph instruments, 

By September, 1837, the ar- 
tistinventor had’ perfected his 
crude instruments to a point 
where he was ready to 
demonstrate the invention to his 
friends. He stretched 1700 feet 
‘of wire around his room at New 
‘York University, placed his 
sending instrument at one end, 
‘and the receiving mechanism ai 
the other. His signals flashed 
instantly from one instrument 
to the other. 

‘Morse’s friends were im- 
pressed by this test, and Alfred 
Vail of Morristown, N.J. 
thought enough of the idea to try 
to find a financial sporsor. 

Vail convinced his father, 
Judge Stephen Vail, owner of 
the “Speedwell Iron Works. 
Morristown, of the worth of 
Morse’s idex, and the father 
‘consented to advance $2,000 and 
machine shop facilities to build 
a set of telegraph instruments 
of sound design and wark- 
manship. 

‘Morse and Vail retired to tho 
Speedwell works at Morristown 
to work oa the job. Professor 
Leonard 0. Gale, one of the 
‘group Who attended the original 
experiment at New York 
University, went frequently to 
‘Morristown to aid the two men. 

‘A greatly improved set of 
instruments was manufactured, 
three miles of wire was stret” 
ched around. the Morristown 
factory, and on January 6, 1638, 
the three were ready to prove to 
Judge Vail that he tad not 
wasted his money.

‘Most amateurs have probably 
not heard of the 1790 meter 
band. This is a thirty kiz 
section of the longwave band 
between 160 and 190 kHz. 
‘Operation on this band is per- 
mitted under little known Part 
15,208 of the FCC regulations. 
‘The restrictions imposed under 
this part are severe: maximum 
anetnna 's fifty feet, and 
maximum DC input power is 
ONE watt, Operation is not 
impossible however. 

‘To date, two way contacts 
have been made over paths of 
fifty and 100 miles by stations 
here in Florida and another 
grup in the New York area 
‘Signals have been received at 
200 miles one-way. 

Florida stations participating 
in the 1750 meter experiment 
are: 

K4NTD — Windemere, Fla. 

WASGHK — Palm Bay, Fla.

Hidden high up on the seldom 
cased end of the Ten Meter Band 
is one of the most interesting 
‘and potentially useful types of 
hamming on the bands today. It 
has been the mode of com- 
munications for a few hardy 
souls, like WOZWN of St. Louis 
and WIBKI of Middletown, 
Conn. for many years but now 
‘after all these years of telling it 
up to their fellow hams, the 
advantages, the fun and the 
versatility of Ten meters FM is 
starting to take hold as many 
new Hams (like yours truly) 
find a rig that covers the 
frequency and have joined in 
the activity on 29.6Mhz FM. 

From Maine to Seattle and to 
the sunny shores of the Gulf, 
FM siations pat forth daily on 
23.6 Mhz, always monitoring the 
‘waiting for a band opeaing. In 
‘about two weeks of occasional 
operating I have qso'd 17 states 
and beard many more T could 
dol Work. T use a Motorola 41 B 
(Base station, if you will pardon 
the CB type comment) modified 
to take a 6145B in the final amp 
whieh gives about 25 Watts out 
(was 10W before) to a Happy 
‘Aceident ground piane vertical 
(% wave) at 55 feet above 
ground. My signal reports have 
been consistently “full 
quieting” (That's FM talk for 
sX5) and many qso’s over 
several hours have been en- 
jeyed while the low end of the 
band had no activity what- 
soever, Lwad quite surprised to 
find thet band openings on ten 
occur almost daily and I have 
attributed this to the fact that 
ail stations are on the sume 
channel with squelched 
receivers on continuously. Short 
skip occurs often enough and 
‘consistently enough to depend 
on for schedules and traffic 
handling. Many local 
emergency nets operate on this 
channel (29.8 Mhz) but there 
jonal or national nets 
or activities established as yet. 

‘The deluge of surplus com- 
mercial FM transceivers 
‘capeble of operation on Ten has

Just buy the correct xtals for 
29.6 Mhz, retune the receiver 
front end, tune up the tran- 
‘smitter to the new frequency, 
hook up the antenna (vertical 
preferred but not the only thing 
that will work) and you are 
ready to call “CQ 10 FM". 

Frank Cerny, K9VVL, of 
(Chicago, I. forwarded to me a 
list of the recommended FM 
frequencies on Ten Meters 
when I asked about other FM 
frequencies to use on that band. 
The list serves as an excellent 
‘guide for not only ten but for six 
and two also. The National 
Calling frequency, NCF, of 23.6 
Mhz is currently the only FM 
frequency in use but other 
channels are planned on 20.68 
and 29.64 Mhz as activity in- 
creases and interference 
reaches an impossible level on 
Qe single available channel. 
Since ten meters depends on 
Skip conditions it is normally 
geno only small portion of 

USat any one given timeso 
that Ihave been able to have an 
‘almost quiet frequency during 
all_qs0's to date. 

Repeaters on Ten FM are in 
use also but they are not as 
‘widespread as on 6 and? nor are 
they needed since space wave is, 
generally better on this 
frequeney with base to mobile 
distance possible out to many 
miles beyond that achieved on 
the high bands. Ten Meter FM 
repeaiers are of the in bend 
variety with input normally on 
38.490 Mbz and output on the 


NCF of 22.6Mhz, Unless you are 
inan area that hes an open and 
available repeater it is best to 
plan on operation on the NCF, 
29.6 and expand to other 
frequencies after your equip 
ment is operational, These 
reported repeaters have not 
been heard bere in NW Fla but 
their presence and their 
potential pase a very interesting 
future for this fascinating mode 
of communications on a very 
fine band.

those nearest at hand, namely 
‘onewho is on the frequency. For 
this reason all Emergency 
procedures call for and give 
authority to, any SEC, Asst. 
SEC, SCM, Net Managers, or 
‘Asst. Net ‘Managers or Net 
controls to call a net into 
emergency session. In the event 
of their absence an individual 
‘could call it into session. The 
Net Manager should be notified 
immediately however, even if it 
means calling long distance to 
do so, and the SEC should also 
be notified. 

‘The question WHEN ? 
Simply, anytime that, regular 
‘communications are disrupted 
ina vast way. For example the 
happenings of August 5, or a 
tornado, or a violent wind and 
lightening storm thatcan spawn 
tornadoes, when it rips com- 
‘munication and electrical lines, 
stranding a city. That 1S the 
time for emergency nets, and it 
the times we should be on the 


lockout for.
